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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to application 10/755,368 filed on January 13, 2004. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 40-41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the hydrostatic transaxle apparatus as claimed, and particularly 
including the axle, being axially viewed, wherein said rotary axis of the pump shaft and motor 
shaft are disposed nearer than an outer periphery of a gear centered on the axle, and including the 
remaining structure of claim 40. The present invention also particularly includes the pump and 
motor shafts being above and below one side of the axle, perpendicular to the axle, and the 
control arm and deceleration gear train are distributed between opposite sides of the axle with 
respect to the pump shaft in the longitudinal direction of the axle, and including the remaining 
structure of claim 4 1 .
